One month and nothing changed later, 
the Village Board approved annexing two 
acres of land that will house a Common- 
wealth Edison electric power substation. 

The vote was continued for' 30 days 
after several Lake Villa residents requested 
the Board to hold off until they could see 
what could be done about stopping Com 
Ed from stringing high-power lines 
through their community to feed the 
Antioch substation. 

The proposed line of 138,000-volt 
wires would follow the Wisconsin Central 
Railroad tracks through the center of Lake 
Villajuid along Rte. 33"Io the location of 
the substation near Loon Lake. 

The Lake Villa residents have said they 



do not want the power lines running 
through their community because of 
health and aesthetic considerations. 

For 90 minutes on Aug. 19, the issue 
was debated between the Antioch Village 
Board, Com Ed and Lake Villa residents. 
Finally, the hearing was continued. 

On Monday, the hearing ran shorter 
before a comparatively smaller group of 
people. 

In fact, it was the Village Board that 
did most of the questioning and speaking. 

"What was the final outcome of your 
meetings with Lake Villa?" Trustee 
Wayne Fores la asked. 

Ron Crawford, Com Ed's Waukegan 
district manager, said that after researching 
alternatives, he concluded that the original 
plan of stringing the lines through Lake

Tax cap won't 
change assessed 
valuations 

Many people are aware of the much 
publicized "Property Tax Extension Limi- 
tation Act," also known as the "Five Per- 
cent Tax Cap." This Act was intended to 
end the cycle of spiraling property taxes. 

This Act does not, however, limit changes 
in assessed valuation. The values pub- 
lished herein may or may not have in- 
creased over five percent. The "limitation" 
which the Act provides for applies only to 

the extension of taxes by district It limits 
the dollars availablehy district in 1992 to 
a maximum of five percent over the dol- 
lars available in 1991, excluding the in- 
crease attributable lo "new property." This 
five percent tax cap does not include cer- 
tain bond debts and/or referenda approved 
by the voters. 

The first lime a taxpayer will realize 
the benefits of the "Property Tax Exten- 
sion Limitation Act" will be on the 1991 
tax bills issued in 1992.

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jEvergreens— Riches for home landscapes 



Fall is an excellent time 
to plant evergreens which 
provide year-round appeal 
while serving as privacy 
screens, hedges, foundation 
plantings or alone to show- 
case especial-ly beautiful 
.specimens. 

Evergreens Types 

There are two basic clas- 
ses of evergreens. Nairow- 
leaf types, such as spruce 
and juniper, have needle- like 
foliage in colors ranging 
from deep green to golden 
yellow to bright blue. 
Broad-leaf types have spec- 
tacular flowers to go along 
with handsome leaves in 
various shapes and sizes. 

Narrow-leaf evergreens 
can be planted right up until 
the ground freezes. Broad- 
leaf kinds are best planted 
six to eight weeks prior to 
first killing frosts. 

Both classes can be divi- 
ded into five categories that 
arc suggestive of their land- 
scape use: large trees, small 
trees/large shrubs, medium- 
size shrubs and ground cov- 
ers. 

Large trees, such as blue 
Atlas cedar and southern 
Magnolia, are usually plan- 
ted singly so that their 
beauty and size dominate a 
portion of the landscape. 

Small trees and large 
shrubs, 10 to 20 feet tall, 
are often used to create pri- 
vacy, block wind and screen 
unpleasant views and noise. 
Chinese juniper and Japa- 
nese black pine arc good 



choices in cold climates, 
Italian cypress and cherry 
laurel in milder regions. 

Most useful of all are 
medium-size shrubs. These 
attain an ultimate height of 
eight to 10 feet making at- 
tractive hedges, low screens 
or concealing unsightly 
foundations. Many of these 
evergreens also make fine 
additions to garden beds and 
borders. Rhododendron, Jap- 
anese holly and yew are 
among the medium-size 
shrubs that flourish in vari- 
ous parts of the country. 

Small shrubs under six 
feet tall arc frequently plan- 
ted in front of taller ever- 
greens to create a cascading 
effect. Cotoncaster and 
spreading juniper work par- 
ticularly well. 

Evergreen covers arc in- 
valuable where lawn grass 
performs poorly, such as 
under trees or on steep 
slopes. Bearbeny, a broad- 
leaf creeper, docs well in 
both cold and moderate cli- 
mates. 
Beautification Tips 

Regardless of variety or 



landscape function, the key 
to having beautiful ever- 
greens is proper planting. 
Given a good start, ever- 
greens will continue to 
beautify the home landscape 
twelve months a year. Here 
are some tips to help ensure 
success. 

Dig a hole two to three 
times the width of the root 
ball and just as deep. The 
planting hole should have 
sloping sides. Use a garden 
fork to loosen the soil at 
the bottom of the hole for 
good drainage and break up 
the sides to allow for easier 
root penetration. On a taip, 
break up clumps of dug out 
earth, remove rocks and 
other debris, and mix in 
one part Canadian Peat with 
two parts soil to increase 
absorption and air circula- 
tion, which is vital to the 
expanding root system. En- 
courage roots to stretch and 
grow laterally by preparing 
the top six inches of soil in 
a radius of three to six feet 
around the planting hole — 
break up the soil and amend 
it with a two-inch layer of 



Canadian Peat which cither 
makes heavy clay soil more 
porous or light sandy soil 
more water-retentive. In ad- 
dition, Canadian Peat Moss 
has a reliably acidic pH 
making it perfect for 
hollies, azaleas and other 
evergreens. 

Evergreens come either 
in containers or with their 
root balls wrapped in bur- 
lap. Container plants must 
be removed from their pots. 
If roots tightly encase the 
potting soil, loosen them or 
cut several slits through 
them directly into the soil 
to encourage growth of new 
roots. 

BaUed-and-burlapped 
plants can be placed in the 
hole as is. Simply fold back 
the top of the burlap wrap- 
ping once the plant is firm- 
ly in position. 

After filling the hole 
halfway with more of the 
amended soil, water thor- 
oughly. Finish filling in 
and then create a saucer-like 
depression around the plant, 
18" to 24" across, to help 
hold in water. Soak again.

Fall is an ideal time to 
fertilize, since the growth 
patterns of your grass have 
changed since summer. In 
fall the growth is concen- 
trated in the roots instead of 
the blades. This means less 
mowing, even after fertiliz- 
ing. Two fertilizer applica- 
tions are recommended for 
fall. The most important 
thing to look for when 
choosing a product is the 
right proportion of nutrients 
in the analysis listed on the 
front of the package. The 
analysis lists. the proportion 
of nitrogen, phosphorus, 
and potassium, always in 
that order. 

The first application 
should occur in early to 
mid-September. When se- 
lecting a fertilizer to use in 
early fall, consumers should 
look for a product with a 
high amount of nitrogen to 
strengthen grass blades and 
maintain a rich green color. 
Look for an analysis of at 



least 22-3-3. 

In addition to fertilizing, 
fall is a good time to apply 
a broadleaf weed control, 
since dandelions and other 
such weeds are actively 
growing again. A combina- 
lion weed control plus lawn 
fertilizer is recommended for 
your first fall application if 
you need to control weeds. 

The second fertilizer ap- 
plication is recommended 
for late fall, four to six 
weeks after the first. It is 
best to look for a product 
rich in both nitrogen and 
potassium. The ideal analy- 
sis for the second fall 
application is 19-3-12. This 
type of fertilizer will help 
ensure overall vigor needed 
to resist the stresses of the 
winter months. 

Experts also suggest 
raking leaves often. Leaves 
left on a lawn for an ex- 
tended period of time pro- 
mote insects and disease. It 
is also important to make 
sure leaves ae raked before 
the first snow.

magnetic fields." 

Crawford also eased another of the 
Board's concerns by stating that Com Ed 
did not forsee any need to increase the 
voltage to the substation by 138,000 
volts. 

"We certainly will come before the 
Board if we need to alter any of these 
items in the future," Crawford added. 

Com Ed has said the new substation is 
needed to better supply Antioch's 
immediate power needs and the needs of a 
growing northwest Lake County in the 
future. 

Critics of Com Ed's proposal say the 
high-power lines should be circumvented 



around Lake Villa or that the lines should 
be buried underground. 

Com Ed has responded by saying that 
it would be too costly to bury the power 
lines and this is not a provenly safe 
method of avoiding EMF. As for going 
around Lake Villa, the utility company 
said land was not available for power line 
use. 

A citizen's committee of people 
objecting to Com Ed's proposal has 
formed and is planning to meet with the 
Illinois Commerce Commission to see 
what can be done. 

The committee plans to have a signed 
petition ready when it finally meets with 
the ICC. 



score was at 74. This means that, on 
average, Dist 34 pupils performed better 
than 74 percent of the pupils in the 
nationally representative norm group. 

"Overall we're pleased with the test re- 
sults, but you can't rest on your laurels," 
said Don Skidmore, Dist 34 superinten- 
dent "There's always room for 
improvement" 

Among the areas of improvement are 
spelling, which ranked in the middle or 
near the bottom of six out of the nine 
grades tested. 

The district attributes this decline to the 
proliferation of inventive spelling tech- 
niques currently being used. These tech- 
niques de-emphasize spelling concerns 
during early writing drafts. 

SRA achievement tests measure indi- 
vidual and group growth in reading, math 
and language. Group growth in the three 
major test areas illustrates a healthy and 
consistent pattern of student achievement 

At Dist. 34, 55 percent of the groups 
shown maintained or increased their per- 
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centile scores over the prior year in that 
subject area as measured by the subject 
total score.

The tax rate for Antioch 
Community Consolidated School 
District No. 34 is expected to drop to 
$2.88 per $100 of assessed valuation, 
SupL Don Skidmore said. Last year's 
rate was $2.96 per $100 of assessed 
valuation. 

The decrease comes at the same 
time that the district is requesting an 
increase in the total property tax levy 
estimated last year. The estimate was 
$5.3 million. The district is now 
requesting $5.7 million. 

A public hearing regarding the levy 
increase request has been scheduled for 
Oct. 1 at 7:30 p.m. at W. C. Petty 
School in Antioch. 



Upper Grade School scientists 
readying for Camp Timber-Lee

About 60 pupils in sixth, seventh and 
eighth grade at Antioch Upper Grade 
School are preparing for this weekend's 
four-day trip to Camp Timber-Lee in East 
Troy, Wis. 

The group will leave Sunday afternoon 
and return on Wednesday. Lodging and 
food arc being provided by the camp. 

Upper Grade School has provided this 
opportunity to pupils for 16 years. Debe 
Dankel, a sixth grade science teacher, has 
been involved for 13 of those years. 

"Kids get an appreciation for the 
environment," Dankel says. "Secondly, 
they get a chance to work with kids from 
other grade levels. 

"And third, the get to see their teachers 
in a different light Instead of just seeing 
us in a classroom as a stuffy teacher,, they 
see us in different clothes playing." 



Though it may appear to be, the time 
at Camp Timber-Lee is not all play. 
Dankel, for example, is charged with the 
peanut patch activity. 

Kids pretend they are squirrels and 
Dankel spreads peanuts around for them to 
collect and store. The pupils wear squirrel 
masks and four-fingered gloves (squirrels 
don't have thumbs) and collect the peanuts 
and store them. 

In doing so, the kids learn about 
adaptation, competition and territory. 

In another activity, the pupils make 
musical instruments out of natural 
objects, such as rocks, sticks or brush. 
Then they have to pick a song and play it 
for the audience, and the audience has to 
try and guess it 

While they're at the camp, the kids 
write their own newspaper, which they get 
to see and keep when they get back to 
school for memories. 



Police arrest two who confess to 
county wide car,, garage burglaries

Two men who told police they have 
been cruising through Lake County 
neighborhoods and burglarizing cars and 
garages since June were arrested by 
Antioch police.

Recovered from the suspects' car was 
property from three vehicles in the 
apartment parking lot, police said. 

A subsequent inventory of the car 
recovered numerous items believed to be 
stolen from Wildwood, Lake Villa, Gages 
Lake, Grandwood Park, Gurnee and Round 
Lake Beach. 

Police said recovered items included 
tents, binoculars, sleeping bags, cases of 
motor oil, hunting knives, mag wheels, 
radar detectors, car stereos and speakers, 
coolers and tools. 

Antioch police SgL Ron Roth said that 
under questioning, Baumann and Peters 
confessed to more than 25 burglaries since 
June. 

"They admitted to going out late at 
night — 12:30 to 1 a.m. — and looking 
for unlocked cars and unlocked garages," 
Roth said. "They stated they would go 
through apartment parking lots and go 
through vehicles looking for change. 
"They stated they went through so

many cars they couldn't remember how 
many." 

Peters was charged with three counts of 
burglary by Antioch police. Baumann was 
charged with five counts of burglary and 
unlawful possession of ammunition 
without a firearm owner's identification 
card. 

Lake Villa, Gurnee and Round Lake 
Beach also are investigating, Roth said. 
Waukegan and the Lake County Sheriffs 
Office are expected to bring additional 
charges against the suspects. 

Roth said the recovery process has been 
slow because many people who were 
burglarized did not report the crime to 
police. He urged citizens to always make 
out a police report, even if they don't 
think the suspect will be caught.

Making hard choices 



Much of the controversy over the 
referendum on a $32 million bond issue to 
build a new high school for Antioch, 
Lindenhurst and Lake Villa is centering 
around the age-old debate over whether 
fancy new buildings or teachers make a 
school. 

The debate seems never ending since the 
days following World War II when 
suburban growth communities were 
putting up new school buildings to meet 
the demands of a mushrooming 
population. Those were the days that 
both school leaders and citizens pretty 
much forgot about the teachers with a 
resultant salary gap that launched trade 
unionism in a profession where 
practitioners once held themselves above 



collective bargaining. Correcting the 
wounds of that gap is a thankless task 
stinging taxpayers to this day. 

The Antioch High controversy is worth 
watching as a test of the relevancy of the 
argument that "bricks and mortar" do not 
make a school. Opponents of the bond 
issue contend that district voters should 
refurbish existing facilities and put money 
saved into the classroom. 

Outcome of the referendum should offer 
some direction if taxpayers have changed 
their attitudes about education, whether 
buildings or what's in the buildings is 
more important. Attempts to keep up on 
both sides haven't been working out. 
There is ample evidence that the time is at 
hand where hard choices have to be made.

Right or wrong, action taken by trustees 
of College of Lake County to increase 
tuition costs 10 percent for each of the 
next two years is part of a pattern of the 
upward spiral of higher education costs 
that is putting a college degree farther out 
of the hands of students with lesser means 
all the time. 

Faced with the alternative of increasing 
student-teacher ratios and not expanding 
the faculty, trustees opted for the tuition 
hike that will see credit hour costs going 
from $33.10 to $36.25 next year and to 
$39.35 in 1993-94. The increased tuition 
costs will put CLC in the top quarter of 



community colleges in Illinois. 

CLC still will be offering a quality 
college education, although not at bargain 
basement rates as originally intended 
when voters established the college 
district a quarter of a century ago. 

Although the increased tuition might 
result in tight budgets for more students, 
it's doubtful whether the added tuition 
will create a make or break situation for 
the average student. What's important is 
that CLC students still will be getting a 
quality education. Trustees wisely 
guaranteed that with the new tuition 
policy.

Old pro speaks 
about schools; 
ideas worthy

A wedding reception in another state 
seemed like an unlikely place for two 
Illinois residents to be engaged in lively 
conversation about the problems plaguing 
public school education in Illinois. 

As a newspaperman I became instantly 
fascinated with the forthright viewpoints 
of the downstate high school principal 
who has taught, coached and administered 
in enough communities around Illinois to 
be qualified to speak. A personable and 
passionate professional, my new-found 
Mend undoubtedly was emboldened by 
the fact that he wouldn't be quoted in his 
hometown press. 

"I love teaching. If I had to start all over 
again, I'd do exactly what I have done and 
what I am doing. Teaching kids. I'm 
convinced that teachers can make a 
difference in the lives of kids. That's why 
we're teachers. We do make a difference," 
my conversational partner enthused, both 
of us oblivious to the fun on the dance 
floor, the glasses clinking in the 
background and the bride and groom - 
bustling from table to table, accepting 
congratulations, hugging old friends and 
openly expressing their joy. 

Satisfied that my engaging 
conversational partner had insights and 
opinions of value, I made mental notes 
during our chance meeting. The veteran 
educator ticked off what amounted to a bill 
of particulars to revitalize the educational 
process. His points are worth sharing and 
deserve consideration. 

— Bigness is not better. Many school 
districts have become unmanageable. 500 
to 800 students is ideal. "That size 
everyone knows each other. Teachers get 



to know parents. Teachers know their 
students' friends. You know where they 
hangout. You even know the car they 
drive. All this makes a big difference." 

— Streamline administration. "Education 
ought to follow the lead of business and 
reduce the number of supervisors and 
bureaucrats in our schools." 

—Require some classroom duties of all 
administrators. "There's nothing like 
'taking a class' to find out what's 
happening in your school. We're all 
supposed to be teachers basically, aren't 
we?" 

— Involve teachers in problem solving. 
"Our teachers know what to do and they 
can do the job. If test scores are too low, 
for example, the teacher will know how to 
make corrections." 

— Eliminate supervisory incompetence. 
"There's nothing more frustrating to a 
teacher than having an incompetent 
supervisor tell them how to do their job." 

— Separate Chicago and East St. Louis 
from state school funding politics. "The . 
state has to get its act together. Chicago 
and East St. Louis are not typical of 
Illinois school districts. They have to be 
handled differently." 

Upon reflection, I tried to distill into a 
single thought what my chance 
acquaintance was saying. He said a 
mouthful, all right, but his views seemed 
to boil down to this: Let's rekindle the 
spirit in our teachers that propelled them 
into leaching careers in their youth. Then 
give them the tools and stand aside. 

Not a bad thought And it just might 
work if the politicians and bureaucrats 
would stop messing around with our 
schools.

on a pact to end the three-week-old walk- 
out 

The new contract, which will run for 
three years and be retroactive to the 1990- 
91 school year, was agreed upon during a 
16-hour session at the Federal Mediation 
and Reconciliation Service in Hinsdale. 

The teachers have already voted to ac- 
cept the provisions, while the board will 
make it official when the contract is a le- 
gal document. 

"I don't anticipate any problem from 
the board — all of them were in Hins- 
dale," District 37 Supt. Michael Maloney 
said. "The board will vote on it as soon as 
it's in its final form." 

At the center of the dispute was the 
allocation of $133,000 already set aside 
for teacher salaries. The board wanted to 
up the ante for new teachers while experi- 
enced teachers would receive little or no 
increases. The union wanted less money 
for beginning teachers and more for veter- 
ans. 

Somehow, the agreement addresses 



both party's concerns. The teacher had 
been working without a contract for nearly 
IS months. 

New teachers will start at $20,000 — 
up from $16,400. The maximum pay for 
experienced teachers with advanced degrees 
will go from $38,137 to $47,700. All 
teachers in the system last year will get a 
bulk payment of $1,000. All of those in 
the system last year who didn't get a raise 
— there are seven — will receive an addi- 
tional $1,000. The teachers will lose one 
of two personal days allowed during the 
year. 

Because of the strike, which began 
Aug. 26, the school year will be extended 
by eight days. Six of the days missed will 
be eliminated, and teachers will be docked 
six day's pay. 

Maloney said no new money beyond 
the $133,000 was available. 

"The board had said there was no more 
money," Maloney said. "The board had 
said we can work with the distribution of 
the money." 

GE A President Janie Keane said it was 



good to be back. 

"I'm very happy," Keane said. "I'm 
pleased with the contract settlement, and 
I'm pleased to be back at school. 

"The board saw we were serious and 
willing to stay on strike. We could have 
stayed on strike, but I'm so glad it's over." 

Keane, a veteran teacher with a mas- 
ter's degree, said the pact will create 
incentives. Only six of the 52 district 
teachers have advanced degrees, she said. 

"There's never been any incentive for 
them," Keane said. 

Keane added that the students in her 
fifth-grade class were prepared. 

"It was nice. The kids were ready. 
There were no problems."

TTus is another fine mess you've got- 
ten yourself into, I thought as I stood on 
my perch 150 feet above the ground. 

"You're ready — you can go anytime 
you want,** Ward Murphy said from be-

But I was, in fact, doing that crazy 
thing called bungee jumping. It was cour- 
tesy of Drastic Elastic, the company Tom 
Lyons formed just last spring.

Tom, a 25-year-old native of Vermont, 
ended up in Chicagoland as a grain com- 
modities trader. That's what he did with 
his economics degree from The University 
of Vermont 

It seems Tom, his family and his 
friends are enamored of the Great Out- 
doors. River rafting, rock climbing, wind- 
surfing and triathloning are just some of 
the activities they enjoy. 

In the spring of 1989, Tom took the 
bungee plunge for the first time. Since 
then, he's jumped 107 times. He's accom- 
plished his longest jump of 320 feet twice 
— off a bridge in New Mexico and off a 
giant crane in San Francisco. 

But why, Tom? 

"For the same reason you did it," he 
answered. "Why not? 

"It's what I call the 'ultimate leap of 
faith,'" Tom said. "You're just going for 
it Every part of your body is telling you 
not to do it, but you do it — you've got 
this cord tied to you."

Home Federal Bank deposits 



First of American Bank-Northeast Illi- 
nois, a subsidiary of First of American 
Bank Corporation, has acquired the insured 
deposits and certain assets of Waukegan- 
based Home Federal Savings Bank F.A. 
from the Resolution Trust Corp., Nancy 
Singer, president and chief executive offi- 
cer of First of America Bank-Northeast 
Illinois, announced tonight.

First of America is paying a premium 
of approximately $8,5 million to acquire 
the failed thrift's insured deposits of $135 
million and $12 million in loans. First of 
America is assuming only FDIC-insured 
deposits. 

Home Federal, which has 57 fulltime 
employees, was placed under RTC conser- 
vatorship Dec. 14, 1990. Its six offices in 
Lake County will reopen for business to- 
morrow morning as a separate operating 
division of First of America Bank-North- 



east Illinois, Singer said. 

Within two weeks, First of America 
Bank will mail letters explaining the 
changes that the former Home Federal's 
customers will see and the new services 
available. 

For the immediate future, customers 
may continue to use the Home Federal 
checks and other Home Federal documents 
at Home Federal offices. It will be about 
three months before the Home Federal of- 
fices are integrated into First of America.

A simple bicycle ride through the 
country sparked the entrepreneurial spirit 
of two Gurnee men. 

Last winter, Carl Durley and Tim Burr 
were driving through the streets of 
Waukegan when they noticed signs alert- 
ing motorists to bicycle trail crossings. 

Being avid bicyclists, the two vowed 
to ride the trails in the spring. They had 
spent many days biking on trails in 
Wisconsin, but never suspected that there 
might be a good trail closer to home. 

In April, Durley and Burr set out on 
the trail, which. turned into two, then three 
different trails running from Wilmette to 
Kenosha, Wis. 

Running parallel to Lake Michigan, 
these closely linked trails . meandered 
through Winnetka, Highland Park, Lake 
Forest, Waukegan, Zion and other com- 
munities, the pair found. 

Rural beauty, smooth, level riding and 
interesting stops along the way rewarded 
bikers on these trails. But one thing was 
missing. 

"There were no maps to guide would- 
be riders over gaps in these trails, no reli- 
able source to indicate mileage or point 
out trailside facilities," Durley recalled. 

"When we couldn't find any maps of 
the trails, we just decided to make some 
ourselves.' 1 

Durley, a technical writer, and Burr, a 
musician, started Happy Trails. Over the 
next three months they mapped out the 
three bike paths, hired a graphic artist for 
renderings, sold advertising to help with 
costs and finally had the maps printed up. 



The work was done in spare time, 
away from regular employment In late 
June, Happy Trails maps were offered for 
sale in bike shops, grocery markets and 
eating establishments along the trail. 

"Sales haven't been as good as we ex- 
pected but we made our money back, 
which is what we intended to do," Durley 
said. 

The two sunk about $3,000 into the 
project and have sold somewhere between 

1,500 and 1,800 maps. The maps range 
between $1.75 and $2.50 each. 

Although a technical writer and Chi- 
nese language translator by trade, Durley 
said this was the first published project he 
has seen through from inception to finish. 

The hardest part, he said, was selling 
the ads. The best part was riding the trails. 

Each trail was explored by bike about 
five times. Then the ride was taken once 
more to get the hours of the different bi- 
cycle shops and eating establishments that 
are listed on their maps. 

The entrepreneurs, who have known 
each other since they attended Northwest- 
ern University together in the 1960s, have 
already started on five more maps expected 
to be out next year. 

Those maps will include the Fox 
River Valley, from Crystal Lake to 
Aurora.

The two owners say they welcome any

Most people do not 
realize the true value of 
what they have accumulated 
during a lifetime. They 
think only the Kennedy's 
have an "estate." 

By the time a husband 
and wife reach retirement, 
many have a home, a busi- 
ness, an IRA, a pension 
plan, savings in slocks and 
bonds, and various real es- 
tate holdings. In addition to 
these, there can be contracts 
for retirement benefits, art 
and antique collections, 
jewelry and other valuable 
assets. 

The sum of all of this is 
what Uncle Sam is secretly 
adding up during your life- 
time and later will be taxed 
with a capital tax, quietly 
known as Federal Estate 
Tax.

are reinforced with a cotton braid. A sys- 
tem of three to five cords is used in this 
country, while in Europe and New 
Zealand, they prefer a one-cord apparatus. 
The rig I used included chest and groin 
harnesses, but ankle hook-ups are used by 
some enthusiasts. 

At Drastic Elastic, Tom strictly en- 
forces a "safety ratio" of 10-1, and I just 
made the cut 

A new bungee cord has a maximum 
tensile strength of 4,000 pounds. In the 
most extreme situation, a cord has a min- 
imum tensile strength of 500 pounds, and 
that's the figure Tom uses. 

Five cords times 500 pounds equals 
2,500 pounds, and that's a 10-1 ratio to 
my 250 pounds of rippling muscle. (OK, 
OK, but it was muscle.) 

In fact, I had planned to jump two 
weeks before I actually did the deed, but 
the circumstances wouldn't allow the use 
of a five-cord system that day. And, Tom 
wouldn't compromise his safety standards. 

"I feel comfortable with the calcula- 
tions involved, but you have to test it 
yourself,' 1 Tom said. That's how he uses 
his math degree from U of V. 

When you jump from 150 feet, you 
free-fall for 50 feet and then decelerate 
with the help of the bungee cords for an- 
other 50 feet. Your first recoil is 70 per- 
cent of the total fall, or 70 feet 

Drastic Elastic also offers bungee 
jumping from a hot-air balloon, but that 
must be accomplished early in the morn- 
ing or in the evening when the wind is 
calm. And, the weight limit is a svelte 
215 pounds. 

"With the balloon, you don't get as 
good a recoil," Tom said. "But you kill 
two birds with one stone — most people 
haven't been up in a hot-air balloon. It's 
the total trip." 

Adding to the fun for real bungee en- 
thusiasts is the fact that it's illegal to 
jump from a bridge in every state except 
Oregon. Tom said his most memorable 
jump is a 180-foot leap from a 



federal prison and Norman 
Rosseland, age 22, was 
sentenced to one year in 
federal prison.

You have to be at least 18, but there 
doesn't seem to be any limit on the other 
end of the age spectrum. Tom said a 67- 
ycar-old man has been the oldest to go for 
it with Drastic Elastic. Tom said after his 
second jump, the guy said something 
about his juices flowing and took off after 
a couple of young female spectators. 

Which reminds me of the time my 
good friend Badlands Dupree and I had 
Harlcyed up to the Com Festival in 
Mitchell, S.D. There, in front of the Com 
Palace, we witnessed a strange ritual. An 
old Indian chief standing on the sidewalk 
would raise his hand and say, "Chance," 
every time a woman passed by. We ap- 
proached the chief, and I asked, "Chief, we 
always thought Indians raised their hands 
and said, 'How.* What's the deal?" The 
chief replied, "I already know how, bone- 
head — I just want a chance ." 

But seriously folks, I just flew down 
from 150 feet, and boy, am I lucky my 
arms aren't broken. I used to be high on 
life, but I got scared and climbed down. 

Anyway, I was preparing to eat dirt as 
I shot downward. But then — BOING — I 
was going up again. No, I'm going down 
again. No, it's back up. 

The recoils became shorter and shorter. 
A wave of relief came over me, and I be- 
gan laughing like a lunatic as they low- 
ered me to the ground. 

I was safe, and I wouldn't do that again 
at gunpoint 

"You ready to go again?" Tom asked. 
"You can go backwards this time." 

Yeah, like I could say no.

disease — usually a degree of paralysis. 

At the Lake County Fair this year, 
Wietrecki, president of the Mundcleln 
Muskrats 4-H Club, won best of show for 
her speech on recycling and landfills, 
which was submitted at the State Fair 
where she received a superior rating — the 
best available. At the County Fair, she also 
won a blue ribbon for her first-aid poster 
about cuts and bruises; a grand champion 
for her Kids for Conservation project as 
well as the craft reference book she 
designed for the fair's 4-H competition. 
Grand champion Is the second highest 
rating one can receive. Wietrecki is now a 
4-H ambassador who will promote the 
club in Washington, D.C. and other points 
in the country next year. 

In her spare time, she babysits for $2 per 
hour. The ideal employee, she chooses to 
turn all her earnings back into her job. 
"You don't do anything you really need to 
get paid for," she said. "I take the kids to 
the park, do crafts with the kids. I think 
the kids like doing crafts. When you get 
older in school, you don't do crafts 
anymore, so most of the time when I get 
paid, I put it towards crafts for them," she 
said. 

Her specialty is taking care of children 
with special needs. Here, she operates by 
instinct Wietrecki was born into a family 
where some members have physical 
disabilities. Both her "nanas" worked with 
special needs children for "a long time," 
she said. 

The future is a big place for Wietrecki, 
who almost every month changes her 
mind about what carreer lies ahead in her 
path. "I think I want to be a lawyer 



because I'm very outspoken," she said. 
After Investigating a job with an attorney 
handling children's cases and who works 
with people who have special needs, she 
became interested in that aspect of law. 
However she has also looked Into teaching 
and physical therapy. "Last month I was 
going to be a journalist and the month 
before I was going to be a veterinerian," 
she said. 

Wietrecki Is as lucky as they come. 
Syringomyelia is rarely diagnosed before 
the victim loses at least some motor 
control. The disease is a fluld-filicd cyst 
within the spinal cord that destroys the 
cord from within, Wietrecki said. It Is 
often accompanied by a charl , a 
malformation where the base of .the skull 
docs not grow to normal size, which 
causes the brain to be pulled down and 
wrapped around the spinal cord. As a 
result, it doesn't let spinal fluid go to the 
brain, which could result In disabling or 
other means of paralysis, Wietrecki 
explained. 

She has both, but also has a 
neurosurgeon, Dr. Jeff Cozzcns with 
Evanston Hospital, who immediately 
identified the disease and rushed her into 
surgery. That was two years ago. 

Before the surgery, ilfc was different "I 
went from doctor to doctor to doctor and 
they couldn't explain what was wrong 
with me," she said. "They thought I had 
flexible scoliosis, and as I got older, I 
started having spasms in my chest and in 
my back and had a knee that would go out 
at times. I'd be riding a bike and my knee 
would go out — it would just hang there — 
and I would fall off the bike. It wouldn't 
last and I'd get up and back on the bike," 
Wietrecki said. 

The disease can affect anyone at any age. 
There is suspicion that it is a congenital 
birth defect but due to the rareness of 
syringomyelia, research Is limited. 

ASAP, formed five years ago, is seeking 
donations and volunteers In an effort to 
start a research center in the country. It is 
also trying to let children know about It's 
existence; hence, Wictrecki's new 
position.

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Veterans, Lions close to Montressor's heart 



Scvcnty-two-year-old Robert Montressor is quick to say he's "completely re- 
tired." Then, he'll show you a list of civic involvements that would wear out a per- 
son half his age. 

Montressor is a lifetime member of no less than eight veterans organizations, 
and he's about to close out his 20th year as a member of the Fox Lake Lions Club. 
He's a past commander of Veterans of Foreign Wars Post 9655 and Disabled 
Veterans Post 120, and he was awarded the coveted VFW All-State Commanders 
Award for 1988-89. He's been the president of three different Lions clubs from 
Springfield to Hickory Hills to Fox Lake. He's earned the Lions' highest honor, The 
Melvln Jones Fellowship Award, for [" 
"doing everything asked plus more." 
Why such a devotion to veterans af- 
fairs? 

"Because I think veterans have often been 
overlooked," Montressor said, "We don't pay 
enough attention to them." 

He cited the hedging by congress last year 
on the 5-percent cost-of-living raise for 
disabled veterans. Although congress did pass 
the measure, vets were forced to sweat it out 

Montressor knows all about disabled vets. 
He's one himself, although you'd never guess 
it. He spent 1941-45 fighting In the Pacific with 
the 40th Division, 160th Infantry and later 
became a Ranger. He took part in 41 p re- 
invasion landings and earned seven Purple 
Hearts, the Bronze Star, the Silver Star and 
numerous campaign ribbons. 

He still carries a metal plate in his head 
and several shrapnel scars as reminders of his 
WW II heroics.

He's a past member of the Hickory Hills school board and served as Grant Township 
deputy assessor. 

His veterans affiliations Include the VFW, AmVets, Purple Heart, Disabled American 
Veterans, The National Association of Past Commanders of the VFW, Volunteers of 
Veterans Administration Hospitals and Cootie — an elite part of VFW. Within the lions, 
he's a member of the Century Club and the Advanced Key Members Club.— by GREG

Exchanging currency abroad

For Europeans, where countries are as close together as 

.states are here, exchanging currency is common for even 

short trips. However, since Wisconsin accepts the same 

money we use in Illinois, a trip to Europe may be our first 

encounter with foreign currency. 

As soon as you arrive in a foreign country you will most likely 

have to start paying in that country's currency. All international 

airports will have currency exchange counters. Exchange only 

enough funds for the first day's expenses, since you will 

probably get a better rate at a bank in your city. 

You can, however, avoid this additional delay upon your 

arrival, by purchasing a small amount of foreign currency 

before you travel. Your local bank should be able to supply 

you with most foreign currency, but allow them a couple of 

weeks to get it. 

By purchasing your currency ahead of time you also have 
time to get used to it. Take time to translate the various 
denominations into U.S. dollars. 

Carl Maiden has told us enough about the security 
advantages of travelers checks. There is, however, an 
additional advantage when you exchange them for foreign 
currency. Quite often you will get a better exchange rate for 
travelers checks than for hard cash. I have also found that you 
can exchange American Express Travelers for foreign 
currency at their overseas offices with no service fees. 

Exchange rates are much better in large cities than more 
remote areas. Like anything else, prices are lower where 
there is more competition. 

Exchange only the amount of cash you think you will need. 
Any excess that must be converted back to U.S. dollars will 
involve another service fee. On the other hand, you usually 
pay a flat fee every time you exchange money, so you want to 
keep these transactions to a minimum. 

By the way, if you are planning a trip to Mexico, as well as 
most ot the Caribbean Islands, don't worry about exchanging 
money. Your U.S. dollar will be cheerfully accepted.

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The Pope Must Die ? does g 

The fact that all British humor docs not 
possess the comedy genius of "Monty Python" 
came painfully to the fore last year when the sub- 
mediocre "Nuns On the Run" hit our movie 
screens. 

The British have landed again and this time 
they did it with a big media blitz concerning the 
title and (some say blasphemic) pics advertising 
"The Pope Must Die." 

After seeing this flick, we are convinced that 
the controversial name and ad campaign is 
probably, the only thing that will get people into 
the show to see this dismal imitation of a ZAZ r 
(Zucker, Abrahams and Zucker) production. KODDie COltnwe 

The entire premise is that a corrupt Vatican, in the process of choosing a new Pope, 
mistakenly puts a good hearted boob in the place intended for one of the conspirators 
involved with an unscrupulous Cardinal. 

Unlike ZAZ, this flick depends on a lot of slapstick, and lacks the clever word 
parodies found in other successful film satires. 

Director- writer Peter Richardson seems to be under the impression that all one needs 
to get a laugh is to have someone in clerical garb emit an obscenity or say or do 
something that has a sexual connotation — not funny, where's the punchline? 

The fact that there is none becomes increasingly evident as the reel unrolls. 

It's a really dumb movie that should prove a disappointing draw both on the big and 
little screens. 

Add to the fact that the movie isn't even worthwhile entertainment, needless to say a 
funny comedy, the irreverence that pokes fun at the Catholic Church becomes 
embarrassing and irritating. 

There are still those of us over 30 that consider some things "sacred cows," not 
necessarily to be milked for our own benefit, but to be respected for those who revere 
such beliefs. Many of the sight gags make even non-believers a little uncomfortable. 

Robbie Col tran e, who also starred in "Nuns," is no funnier in this one. 

This reviewer kept on feeling that we had missed a chunk of the movie somewhere 
along the line, one that could turn some of these almost funny jokes around. 

"Pope" goes to prove that treading on "sacred" ground while spouting passages from 
Joe Miller's Joke Book, does not a good comedy make. . 

We give this one, one star out of five for missing the laugh-boat entirely and for often 
crossing the boundaries of good taste—even the 1991 kind.— by GLORIA DAVIS 



One character in "Love, Sex and the IRS" gets to slap the face of an Internal 
Revenue agent ("I've always wanted to do that!" she exclaims). 

Another, playing an itinerant street preacher, is pressed into service to perform a 
spur-of-the-moment double-ring wedding ceremony. 

And so it goes in the predictable comedy overwrought with cutesy, bits as it 
follows the shenanigans two roommates — both male — go through when they find 
out the government is suspicious of the "marriage" status they have'claimed in 
order to get an income tax deduction. 

"Love, Sex and the IRS" is just the sort of confection known to give dinner- 
theater a bad name. Even the efforts of a well-polished cast can't fully salvage this 
dud at Drury Lane Theater in Evergreen Park. 
Joseph Popp works himself into a tizzy as Leslie Arthur, who must fool the IRS 
that he's really a she. At the same time he must dodge a nosey landlord, cope with his best 
friend's hysteric mother and convince his girl friend that clothes don't make the man. His 
outlandish gctup and behavior amuse, but only flcctingly. 

Thomas Quinn seemed stilted at times as the pushy roommate, and Cynthia Judge 
was distant as his wavering fiancee. 

But local stage veterans Lawrence McCaulcy, Dennis Kennedy, Nancy Baird, though in 
lesser roles, provided a nice balance with their unabashed portrayals. 

Moreover, the theater's in- 
the-round stage, which 
usually lends a feeling of 
intimacy, had a downside in 
this production; positions 
taken by the actors on two 
occasions obscured views of 
the action.

Contrary to popular be- 
lief, closing up all the vents 
in an attic is not the best 
way to keep a house warm 
in winter. In fact, according 
to the American Society of 
Home Inspectors (ASHI), 
sealing up the attic vents 
can actually increase heating 
costs and cause significant 
damage. 

During cold weather, the 
experts say, attics should be 
cold, and as dry as possible. 
However, in most homes, 
moisture escapes from the 
living area and drifts upward 
from showers, unvented 
clothes dryers, humidifiers, 
and kitchen ranges. 



If this moisture gets 
trapped in an improperly 
ventilated attic in winter, it 
condenses on the underside 
of the roof and may appear 
as water drops or mildew on 
the sheathing, frost on 
roofing nails, or water 
stains on wood rafters. Even 
water stains on the ceiling 
of the floor below, which 
homeowners frequently 

mistake for signs of a roof 
leak, can be caused by attic 
moisture condensation. 

In extreme cases, attic 
condensation and moisture 
can make insulation so wet 
that it loses its insulating

1. Leave attic vents (at 
the ridge, soffits, and gale 
ends) open all year to allow 
moist air to escape. 

2. Weatherstrip attic ac- 
cess hatches and caulk 
around attic plumbing 
slacks to prevent moisture 
and warm house air from 
escaping into the attic. 

3. Make sure the vapor 
barrier is under the attic 
floor insulation, next to the 
warm ceiling below, to 
block rising moisture. 

4. Use exhaust fans 
when cooking, bathing, or 
doing laundry to ensure that 
moisture-laden air is ex- 
pelled to the exterior of the 
house. Make sure that the 
vents don't terminate in the 
attic but are routed directly 
to the outside. 

5. Check the attic to 
make sure (here is enough 
vent area: A general rule of 
thumb is one square foot of 
venting for every 300 square 
feet of attic floor, provided 
there is a vapor barrier.

Fear giant swampland without dredging work 



The Chain O' Lakes Fox River Wa- 
terway Agency is working on a reply to 
the recent Cease and Desist order issued by 
the U.S. Army Corps, of Engineers, 
IDOT-Division of Water Resources, 
U.SE.P.A. and other agencies. 

The Waterway Agency excavated a 
large, dangerous sandbar in the Fox Valley 
Gardens area south of Rawson Bridge in 
eastern McHcnry. County. The dredged 
material was sidecast as part of a Water- 
way Agency pilot wetland restoration 
project which included reconstruction of 



an eroded 600 foot long peninsula. 

In a meeting with Corps, officials, 
they stated that if the Agency were to file 
.for a sidecasting permit review, the Corps, 
emphasized that it would take two to three 
years just to review those applications. 
After the review there is no guarantee that 
the permit would be issued, agency offi- 
cials reported. 

For almost two years the issue of 
wetland restoration has been discussed 
with the various regulatory agencies, but 



to no avail. Waterway Agency officials 
fear that if this issue and the ability to 
sidecast are repeatedly denied the waters of 
the Chain O* Lakes, Fox River and their 
adjoining channels will become a giant 
swampland in a period of less than 20 
years. 

Hundreds of property owners in the 
Spring Grove Lotus Woods, Fox Lake 
Vista, Vacation Village and other lake ar- 
eas surrounding Nippersink Lake and 
Creek areas are already experiencing this 
situation and have demanded that their area 



be excavated by sidecasting into die wet- 
lands and adjoining shores. Present regu- 
lations prohibit such dredging methods. 

The Waterway Agency plans on con- 
tacting boaters and waterfront property 
owners in Lake and McHcnry Counties to 
seek support for sidecasting and wetland 
restoration programs. Interested parties can 
contact the Agency at P. O. Box 451 , Fox 
Lake, 111., 60020 with their comments and 
support prior to the start of this cam- 
paign.

Crust 

2 cups flour 

1/2 cup powdered sugar 
1 cup softened butter 
1 beaten egg 

Combine flour, sugar, and butter in large mixer bowl. 
Beat until crumbly. Press firmly into 15 x 10-1/2 x 1-inch 
jelly roll pan. Bake in moderate oven (350° F.) 15 to 20 
minutes, or until lightly browned.

1 2/3 cups firmly packed brown sugar 

1 1/2 tsp. cinnamon

Combine all ingredients; 
mix well. Pour over baked 
crust;

1 cup raisins 



In a large bowl mix well the first five ingredients. 
Gradually add the molasses, sour milk and raisins, mixing 
all the lime. 

Liberally butter the insides of two clean 1-lb. (500 g) 
coffee cans. Pour in the batter. Cover each tin with a sheet 
of wax paper and a square of aluminum foil. Secure with 
string. 

Stand the cans upright on a rack in a deep pan and add 
enough boiling water to reach halfway up the tins. Cover 
the pan with a lid, bring the water to a boil, then lower the 
heat and simmer for 2 1/2 hours. 

To serve, remove the cans from the pan, take off the foil 
and paper caps, turn the cans upside down and remove the 
bottoms with a can opener. Then push out the loaves onto 
a bread board, slice and serve hot 

This bread is almost a meal in itself and rather resem- 
bles the old English boiled puddings, with which it no 
doubt shares a common ancestor.

CLC board approves bonds, tuition increases 



The College of Lake County board of 
trustees voted Wednesday to approve the 
sale of $10.92 million in Life Safety and 
Working Cash Bonds and to raise tuition 
by just under 10 percent in each of the 
next two fiscal years beginning with the 
fall semester in 1992. 

"The board approved the bond sales 
and the tuition increases to ensure that 
needed educational services will continue," 
said Board Chairman Richard Anderson. 

According to President Daniel J. La- 
Vista, the board's actions were taken as 
part of the college's long-term planning to 
provide needed educational services despite 
anticipated revenue losses as a result of 
the recently enacted state property tax cap. 

The college's chief financial officer, 
Arthur Kent, estimated that the tax cap 



will reduce anticipated college revenues by 
at least $27 million between 1991 and the 
year 2000. He said that additional funds 
will be needed to maintain services and 
keep pace with the college's increasing en- 
rollment, which has risen by 4 to 5 per- 
cent in each of the last three years. 

Because the new bonds will replace old 
bonds, the existing tax levy rate will con- 
tinue and taxpayers* burden will not in- 
crease, Kent said. The net interest rate for 
the bonds, which will be retired over a 10- 
year period, will be 6.039 percent. The 
bonds will be purchased and sold by 
Hutchinson, Shockey, Erley and Com- 
pany, a Chicago bond underwriter firm. 

Sale of the bonds at this time is ad- 
vantageous to the college because interest 
rates have been decreasing in recent

The tuition increases approved with 
the bond sales will raise tuition rate per 
credit hour by $3 in fiscal year 1993 and 
by another $3 in fiscal year 1994. Along 



with the tuition increases, the board also 
approved a 15-cent increase in the student 

activity fee per credit hour in fiscal year 
1993 and a 10-cent increase for the next 

year. Together, the increases will raise tui- 
tion and fees from this year's rate of 

$33.10 per credit hour to $36.25 next year 
and $39.35 the following year.
